The  public  schools  of  San  Francisco  provide  free 
instruction  from  kindergarten  through  grade 
twelve;  the  District  is  comprised  of  an  elemen- 
tary division  grades  kindergarten  through  five,  a 
middle  school  division  grades  six  through  eight, 
and  high  school  grades  nine  through  twelve. 
Various  options  are  provided  in  learning  programs 
in  an  environment  of  divergent  cultural  patterns 
and  multi-ethnic  groups.  The  range  of  programs 
vary  from  the  traditional  3-R  school  and  year- 
round  school  to  an  academic  high  school  and  vo- 
cational education. 

The  public  is  welcome  to  visit  the  school  at  any 
time  by  obtaining  permission  from  the  school 
principal.
